Tho scientists who have 
been exploring tho city and Adjacent country 
say tho damaging earthquakes 111-0 over, 
although thoro will bo rumblings and tremors 
fit intervals during tho next t\vo or tlirix? 
weeks, and tho citizens have argnod in their 
ndnds nnd among themselves that it is un- 
reasonable to suppose that violent shocks will 
continue. Thus, they have forced upon them- 
selves a determination to bo as cool us pos- 
sible. Tim theory ns to the cause of the earth- 
quakes first advanced by thooe making a 
study of thorn hero—viz: that they aru tho 
result of a settling process in tho earth—has 
been generally accepted as trao, and this has 
liolped to (juiot nerves and consult; timid 
hearts nnd minds. Very few, even of tlio 
most devout people, outside ot tho super- 
stitious, Iwliove thoro is any divine- wrath or 
work in the quakes. Thus have they como to 
philosophize and to think before they run 
when tlio shocks come. There were somo 
more slight shocks Monday, tut they wore 
unnoticed. Iu fact the public here has con- 
cluded that shocks are to lie felt as a natural 
sequence of what was experienced on last' 
Tuesday night, and that "there u no use to 
Ret excited about a mere matter of routine," 
ns ono citizen very coolly put it. 


Monduy'aftornoon thu streets weru so hot 


that thoy almost burnud one's feat ami only 
tho^o who had business in the open air ex- 
pOH'd themselves to old Sol's rays. Tho 
"touted lie-Ids" made in the- parks were as 
well occupied as at any tiniu since the visita- 
tion by the earthquakes.

whose tricks upon unsuspecting house- 
keepers eeom to partake verymucb^of 
tbe nature of conflden:e operations. Tbo 
band is compoued of women, although 
employed and directed by an agent of 
the other st>x. and their methodn of pro- 
cedure, us explained by several ladies 
who have been victimized, is as followa: 
Obtaining aooesfi to the kitchen, they 
introduce the subject of baking powders, 
inquiring the kind used in the family. 
Being shown the OID, pc-rhnps a fresh, 
full one, they volunteer to "teat" it to as- 
certain ite qualities. 
Th^ir "test" eon- 


tiets in placing the can ou u hot stove or 
over 8 lump or RftS jet, or in mixing the 
jnkingipowder with water both hot and 
cold, "if tho baking powder is good for 
anything the heat wlll.of course, expel the 
gas, which, boing ainmoniacal or carbonic 
IB apparent to tho sense of smell. _ The 
claim is then made that this odor indi- 
cates something detrimental, although 
as a matter of fact, a baking powder that 
would give off no gas when subjected to 
heat would be without leavening power 
and valueless. They will also mis the 
baking powder given them with water 
It pure it effervesces quickly. The bak- 
ing powder they peddle being similarly 
niixt-d foama up slowly like voast, stand- 
ing, perhaps, over the top of the glass 
This they claim as evidence of superior- 
ity, wherean it is the exhibition of u tnck 
only, tbeir baking powder having been 
specially prepared to rnnko this test by 
the addition of flour, gum or albumen 
It is sure evidence of adulteration, O: 
course tho object of these fraudulon 
tricks is to destroy confidence in al 
other kinds of baking oowder, and to 
sell the particular brand fir which tbe 
women are traveling. 


Wore this the whole of the operation 


housekeepers would not often be de- 
ceived. Every intelligent pereonknowfl 
that baking powder is not made to be 
used in this way, but in cooking where 
its action is entirely different from tha 
produced by dry heat or by mixture with 
water alone. Tbe Chief object of tbi 
iugglery is to destroy tho baking powde 
for testing; or oy hearing it to drive of 
its leavening gases, and so weaken i 
that when used it will fail to work. A 
the next baking there in heavy food, o 
course, and tho "tramp" probably gets 
tho credit of having told the housekeep 
or a valuable fact, instead of having 
spoiled her basing powder, as was aotu 
ally the caeo, Tho average "trump" wil 
in this way, destroy from fifty to seventj 
five pounds ot baking powder a day. 


A second method of spoiling for us 


the baking powder in a kitchen wber 
they are not permitted to erperimen 
with it, if by dexterously throwing in th 
can a email quantity of salt, soda, o 
PDwderod hmo. 
Again, should ther 


chance to bo no baking powder in th 
house, tho operators will produce, ot th 
kind used by the family, a sample tha 
has been purpossly adulterated or "doo 
orod" to make such an '.exhibit as the; 
desire under the HO called test. 


Tho only way to protect our food from 


being contaminated by such tramps is t 
turn all persons who wish or attempt t 
tamper jwitb. it unceremoniously from 
the door, and to use those articles, onlj 
which experience has proved satisfactory 
or the official tests have established as 
pure and wholesome.
